ployod by the Government in the same yoor 
on several imp rtant public works. Ap- 
pointed engineer of the mince at Mout-de 
Marean, he was, in tho rogular course of 
promotion, transferred to Cuartres in 1854, 
and’ to Bordeaux in 1855. In tho latter 
yoar tho company of the railways of the 
pouth appointed M. da Freycinet ss their 
principal engineer. During the five years 
of his tenure of this {important poat be gave 
to the “Compagnio du Didi” a typical 
organisation which tho other French rail- 
way companies did not fail to initiate.

countries, In 1864 he was nominatod

Garonne, whon tho war of 1870 broke out.

THE CUSTOMS AT CANTON. 

The note from tho abstract of Peking 
Gozettes appearing in the N. C. D. A ews 
in tho issue of Decembor 8th there 
appears a memorial from Chiln Ch’i,. Su- 
perintondent of Customs at Canton, for- 
warding a return of duties collected by the 
native Custom Houses undor his charge 
for the year ended 15th of Vebruary, 1879, 
as wellas the ‘amount of daty on foreign 
opium collected at Cap Song Moon (Chi 
Shui Mén) and other stations, with returns 
of ordinary duties collected at the port of 
Pak-hoi in the prefecture of Lien chow, 
In former days it used to bo the rule to 
forward a genoral return of all duties, 
foreign and other, collected by the Central 
Custom House at Canton and its deponden- 
cies a separate “ioturn of expenditure 
being afterwards submitted to Hia Majesty. 
In December, 1868, instructions were 
reecived from the Board of Revenuo te the 
effect that His Majesty's sanotion had been 
obtained to an arrangement by which 
counting from the month of October 1860, 
roturns of the amount of native and foreign 
|duties collected nud expended should bo 
gent in every three months, a general 
return being aubmitted to His Majesty ut 
tho close of four such periods,-a return of 
tho quarterly receipts and disbursements 
boing forwarded in. quadruplicate to the 
Board of Rovenuo instead of the returns 
for cach successive poriod of office as was 
heretofore tho rulo. Returns, however, of 
regular duties wero still to bo forwarded at 
tho clésa of ench period of office. A gain, 
in the month of June 1867, tho Boatd, in 
ohodience to instructions received, fixed 
the regular assessment for the Cauton 


Custom House at Tls. 66,511, and the 
surplus assessment at ‘Ils. 100,000. They 
further recommended that the regular duty

To each person whose property 
was entirely lost in the fire the government 
have given capital and many necessary 
impléments in order to erable them to 
resume business and to again maintain 
themselves by their own labour,
